— A. G. Dnnlap iias 
put in a (daiin against an e.\pres.s ciHiipany for 
$lo.iHni damages for tlie deatli of bis two racers. 
H«M>dw ink and Katlierine C.. wliicli died fnan tin* 
effects of cold oansed l»y being drenclied while in 
transit from Seattle to Los Angeles. The roof of 
Hie liir in wliiidi tlie lioi'ses were sliipped was in 
a defective condition and during a rain storm before 
flic ear was taken out of the .Seattle yards, the 
iiorsA's were dremdied. Katlierine C. dying liefore 
the train crossed the Oregan state line, and HckmI- 
wink dying at Sacramento. Katlierine C. was by 
Marius and was iHtugbt by Dnniap from A. H. 
Spreckels as a yearling for $1,500. She started ten 
times tills season, winning once, running second 
twice, tliird twice and was unplaced five times. 
liiNMlwink was valued at $.">.000 as a brood mare, 
and. Iieing by tlie great Watercress. po8ses.sed a 
greater valuation for breeding purposes than as 
a r.Hoer, altbongli she bad started more than one 
liniidred times and. in her best form, was one 
of the most consistent of racers. Dunlap is a Los 
Angeles , horseman and has recently completed a 
large barn on Central Avenue, near Ascot Park, for 
bis liorses. The death of Katherine C. and Hood- 
wink leaves him only four horses for next season.

SEWELL PROVES TO HAVE BEEN A GOOD INVESTMENT FOR ROWE. 



Grant Hugh Browne’s purchase of Sewell from C. 
E. Rowe is taken by many in the east as an indica- 
tion tliat the master of the Brownleigh Park Stable 
intends to enter fiat racing in an ambitious manner. 
It is now whispered about that ere the opening of 
the season of 1907 he will have collected a pretenti- 
ous string of two and three-year-olds. Statements 
as to the amount paid for Sewell differ widely, but 
that he was sold for between $10,000 and $15,000 is 
practically certain. Whatever the price, C. E. Rowe 
l-.as found in Sewell a profitable investment. He 
bought the son of Cesarion — Ora Bailey out of tin* 
McGrathiana Stud’s consignment of yearlings at 
the Sheepsliead Bay sales last fall for $1,900. Sewell 
has brought him $9,250 in prize money. 

‘While Sewell’s Great Eastern Handicap triumph 
on Sheepshead’s closing day was under too light a 
burden to suggest hia probable eligibility for strictly 
bampionsliip honors, his blood lines may well come 
under notice,” says a student of breeding and racing. 

Sewell’s sire, Cesarion, was a smart two-year-old 
under the late Byron McClelland’s colors in 1894. 
Cesarion was unnamed until after winning his 
maiden brackets at Morris Park, upon which occh- 
sion he started at an outside price. Late? in the 
Westchester meeting he was beaten by Nanki Pooh 
in an overnight race, but at Sheepshead he (Cesar- 
ion), won three straight races, winding up with the 
second section of the Double Event. Cesarion won 
L\merous races in later life, liis four-year-old suc- 
cesses iiicludiug ten straights in the middle west. 
He was a thoroughly characteristic representative 
of Faustus, with almost any amount of the siieed 
which comes to the Lizzie G. tribe through her in- 
cestuous and perslsteut inbreeding to Gallopade and 
Glencoe. 

Sewell’s dam. Ora Bailey, is bred from strains 



which have long been distinctively associated with 
her McGrathiana home. Her sire, Hanover, made 
his entire stud career there. There, too, were On- 
ondaga’s lines cast, and its proprietor has always 
had* a wise penchant for broodmares of the Levity 
fc.niily. Levity is Sewell’s fifth dam. The Levity 
family has for several decades led all our female 
lines in its i>ercentage of high-class performers. 
For a season or two it has hardly been in its old 
form, but Sewell may prove the pioneer in a power- 
ful revival of its best efforts. Students of the 
Figure Guide will note that family 12 is desperately 
iiibretl in Ora Bailey. Of her ancestors and ances- 
tresses in the acc*ouipanying tabulation. Ora Bailey 
claims the figure 12 through herself. Onondaga, Lex- 
ington (twice) and Vandal (twice). 

“Ora Bailey’s inbreeding to Bonnie Scotland is 
not without iuterest — a remark which also applies 
to the fact that Florence was out of a daughter of 
Weatherbit, whose male line is represented in the 
dam of Cesarion. Faustus was inbred to Lexington, 
with a free line of Lexington’s sire. Boston, who 
sired Lecompte. Glencoe sired Vandal and Susan 
Beane's dam, in addition to being desperately inbred 
at the foot of Faustus’ pedigree. Sleight-of-Hand 
was by Pantaloon, who sired the dam of Leamington, 
himself doubly represented in Sewell’s pedigree by 
bis sous Enquirer and Onondaga, the former dominat- 
ing the male line. On general principles Sewell’s 
pedigree seems built on the old maxim of once out, 
then back to the original blood. But there are 
steady affinities which make it thoroughly interest- 
ing. Ora Bailey was foaled in 1898. Sewell is her 
second foal. In 1902, she produ<*e<l the Troubadonr 
filly Queen Ora, and her yearling is a colt by Sem- 
pronius.” Here is Sewell’s tabulated pedigree:

Big Crowd Sees the Sport on Getaway Day — Horses 
Fall as Result of Rough Riding. 



HainiltiHi. Out.. October .3. — lliis was the closing 
day of the Hamilton JiH*key Club’s fall niCH^tiug and 
the attendance was the largest of the period. The 
weatlier and track (‘oqditioiis were perfect. Favor- 
ites fared liadly. only two scoring. The biggest 
surprise of the day came in the seventh race when 
.Mrs, R. Bradley’s .Vway. nnbacke<l at 20 to 1, 
romped lionie a winner. GimnI things were rife, but 
all failed to land. Peter Knigiit was the hottest 
tip of the day. He was lieaviiy backed, but finished 
in the ruck. Solon Shingle took the feature at a 
mile with his rider IcKriHiig backward, Bryan, tlie 
lukewarm favorite, fiiiisliiiig tbird. Tlie steepleclias<* 
was the liest ever seen here. Five started and all 
stood up Hie entire route with Knobhainpton first. 
Bery Waddell, backed into favoritism at even 
money, fiiiisliing last. 

After the steepleiduiso Allie tiates ami W. W. 
Worthington, triiners of (iold Uiiii and KmibliHmp- 
tiii, respectively, engaged in a wordy war as to 
tlie jumping ability of the two liorses. Tlie result 
of it was an agreement to run a match race at 
Hamilton some day this week. 

A liad spill occurred in the first when three went 
itcw'ii. all caused by Flwher’s rough riding. For 
Hie offensi* lie was fined $15. M. .Murphy and Peii- 
dergast were l>a«lly Injured and unalde to fill their 
other engagements. 

•M. W>lsli. whose hoi*se Kilts was cluimed out of 
Hie last race Tuesday, protested the claim today, 
contending that it was not regular, as the horse’s 
name was not spelled out in full lu the claim. The 
stewards decided against him, however, and al 
lowed the claim. 

PROPER SOON TO GO TO CALIFORNIA. 



.New Y’ork, October 3. — W. B. Jennings lias al- 
ready sliipiied fourteen horses to California for tlie 
winter meeting at Oakland and Proper and Blondy 
are to join tliem after the Brighton Beach meeting. 
Proi>er lias paid the expenses of the western trip by 
his victory in the Cup Preliminary and Mr. Jennings 
is telling bis friends that he will have some velvet 
to the account of the Preston-paus horse after Sat- 
urday’s race for the Brighton Cup. While he ad- 
mits that Flip Flap ran a splendid race yesterday, 
he seems sanguine enough that Proper can again 
show her his heels. 

Graziallo will not race In California during the 
winter. Mr. Jennings has written Samnel Ross of 
W’^ashington that he w ill turn Grasiallo over to P.Hlr 
Garth at Belmont Park. Mr. Garth may race him 
a time or two at the Westchester Racing Associa- 
tion’s meeting, but will shape him particularly for 
the racing at Bennings. If Mr, Ross accepts the 
advice of Mr. .Tennings, Graziallo will be schooled 
for steeplcchasiug next year. 



"Mr. Cotton” Is Not Expected to Have a Starter- 
Goldfleur Is Out — ^Agent Will Run. 



New Yiirk, CH*tol>er 3. — In tlie event tliat “Mr. 
Cotton” lias uo starter in tlie Champion Steeplc- 
cliase, which is to l>e run over the tliree and one-half 
miles course at Belmont Park (K'tober 20, Jimmy 
Owens will Iiave the uioiint on .John M. I*. Tliougb 
Stone liaiidled John .M. P. i>erfectly in bis races at 
Slieepsiicad Bay, trainer Claxon lias lieen much out 
of sorts with the recently licens«*d gentleman rider 
since he lost his seat at the Llverpinil in the race 
in whicli tlie English horse was be.aten by Balzac. 
Hence the arrangement with Owens. 

It is considered practically certain • that Gwyn 
Tompkins w’ill not saddle anything from “Mr. Cot- 
ton’s” establishment for this imiiuftant race. Phil 
May did not ship well and has l*een of no account 
since his arrival in America. Delcanta, the best 
fencer in the barn-. Hie horse witli wbicli “Mr. Cot- 
ton” won the Harbor Hill Cup Steeplechase last 
year, has not been going well lately. Jimm.v Lane 
is not considered good enough to i»ick up a burden 
of 108 pounds and successfully travel so long a 
route. 

Courtland H. Smith has announced that Goldfleur 
will not be a starter in the Champion. This horse 
has l>een practically out of training since he strm k 
himself in the Saratoga Steeplechase, Jn which lie 
finished second to Herculoid. He is to have a 
winter’s rest in Virginia and it is the lielief of his 
owner that he will come to hand in good shape next 
season. 

Trainer Hogan says Agent will surely carry the 
<*oIors of Bartlett McLennan in the big race. Fin- 
negan will ride this four-year-old son of George 
Kessler. Agent will get bis trial in the Brooks Cup 
wiiich is to be run eight days before the Champion. 
Alfar. Grandpa, Coligny and Hylas are also eligible. 



BOOTS HAS A BIG STRING. 

I.OS .Viigeles, Cal., October 3. — C. T. Boots, 
proprietor of Elmwood Farm, who rai*ed Borghesi, 
The Borgian, Creston Boy and a lot- of other win- 
ning horses at Asc*ot last season, has the largest 
numlier of horses now stabled at the local race- 
course. In the lot are about twenty liead of year- 
lings, mostly by Brutus, the sire of Borghesi and 
The Borgian. Borghesi is at the track and Bools 
believes the Ascot Cup winner will be a much iui 
proved hwse next season. In winning the Ascot 
Cup, Borghesi ran the two miles in 3:27}. which is 
one and a quarter seconds slower than the Amevican 
record.

I. H»uisville. Ky.. October 3. — A noticeable la-< 
crease in attemlance was resriousible for stiff bet- 
ting at Churchill Downs this afternoon and, as 
favorites captured a fair share of the purses, the 
layers were sufferers. Finishes were sufficiently 
close in some of the ^*Hces to suit the most exact- 
ing. The judges had their work cut for them In 
the fourth race, a handicap at six furlongs, whea 
Don Domo and Devout came to the fiuish so close 
together that no one outside of the judges’ stami 
was in a position to tell accurately which bad won. 
The decision giving the race to Don Domo was well 
received. Devout would have won with a bettej 
judged ride. Nicol, underestimating Don Domo. 
delayed his final move too long. Nicol was mostly, 
responsible for Matador’s victory in the second race. 
He was alert at the start, thereby securing an ad- 
vantage which helped him to pass the finish a head 
in advance of Bitter Hand and Colonel Bartlett. 
The latter was best, but a poor ride -‘ind bad send- 
off was too much of a handicap for him to over- 
come. In the opening ra<*e the best horse was 
beaten because of a poor ride. E. Rice went all to 
pieces at the finish end allowed Mountain on Agnes 
Virginia to snatch the purse from Toboggan by a 
nose. In the last race Mountain, riding High Bear, 
also outgeneraled Willie Gannon, who got here this 
inoriiiug, on Cbanida, and D. Boland, riding Post- 
iiiau. Mountain's other winning m^unt during the 
afternoon was Redgauutlet.

The filly by Havoc — Martyrdom, Is a full slstef 
to Slaughter, this year’s King’s Plate winner. It 
will be interesting to watch if the son of Milner 
and Bon Ino, proves as good as the dam’s other 
son — Inferno — and if the produce of Pershore and 
Glycera proves as speedy as Flying Amber. There 
should be some great prospects among this score of 
youngsters, for there is some rare breeding. 

There is no reason why a colt by a St. Simoil 
horse out of a Hampton mare, like the colt by 
Milner, out of Merry Carrie, should not be as good 
as any bred anywhere. He and one or two other* 
will probably be entered for the Derby of 1909, in 
England, If they winter well. Mr. Seagram, it It 
understood, being most anxious to honor his honor- 
ary membership of the English Jockey Club by bar- 
ing a Canadian-bred candidate, and perhaps a likely 
one, for the greatest of English classics.

He has won more races than any other two-year-old

KENTUCKY RACING LAW IS MISCONSTRUED. 

Attorney David W. Baird Has Evidently Been Mis- 
quoted by Louisville Correspondents. 



I>avld W. Baird, chief counsel for the Kentucky 
RH<‘ing Cominission in the matter of testing the 
rmistitulionality of the law wlii«*h creat(*d the rac- 
ing cominission, is quoted as follows in dispatches 
fi'Min Louisville on the decision of Judge Cochran 
in the I’nitcd States Circuit Court of Apiieuls, sit- 
ting at Cincinnati: 

“This victory is not unexpected. With the con- 
stitnliiHiality of the act upheld, the issues now pre- 
siMited are: The Kentucky Racing Commission can 
grant licenses R»r race meetings in reason, but it 
irmiioi exercise arbitrary power. Racing organiza- 
tions must apply for dates and submit the personnel 
of the officials of the club. Thirty days, as the 
law provides, must intervene between each race 
meeting in different cities.” 

.\lr. Baird has evidently licen misquoted in his 
interpretation of the Kentucky racing law'. There 
is nothing in the act w'hich provides that thirty 
days shall intervene lietw’eeu meetings. Here is 
tiic law, in its entirety: 

An act to regulate the racing of running horses in 

the Commonwealth of Kentucky, and io cstablisii 

a State Racing Commission and prescribing its 

I towers and duties. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
Cmnuionwealth of Kentucky: 

Section 1. Any corporation formed for the pur- 
|M>se of racing and breeding or improving the breed 
of horses and conducting races and contests of 
MiKH*d. sliall have the power and right, subject to 
ilic ]>rovisious of this act, to hold one or more 
running race meetings in each year, and lo bold, 
iiiMintaiii and conduct running races at such meet- 
ings. At such meetings the corporation or the 
owners of tlie horses engaged in such races or 
others who are not participants in the racing, may 
coiitriluite purses, prizes, premiums or stakes to 
In* (‘oiitcsted for; hut no person or persons other 
than the owner or owners of a horse or horses con- 
testing in a race shall have any iiecuniary interest 
ill a purse, prize, premium or stake contested for 
in such a race, or be entitled to, or receive any 
pint ion thereof after such race shall have been 
hiiished; and the whole of such purse, prize, pre- 
mium or stake shall' be allotted in accortlance w'ith 
the terms and conditions of such race. Such meet- 
ings shall not be held except during the period 
extending from the 1st day of April to the 1st 
day of December, inclusive, in each year. No 
rtmiiing races are authorized or sliall be permitted 
except during the period aforesaid, nor except 
lietweon sunrise and sunset. 

Sec. 2. A State Racing Commission is hereby 
ehtaidishcil, to consist of five persons to he ap- 
pointed liy the (ioveriior, three of whom shall be 
tneeders and raisers of thoroughbred stock, and 
no two of whom shall be menihers of the same 
racing asso<*iation. The members of said commis- 
!^on shall hold their offices for a term of four years, 
and the first commission shall l>e appointed within 
twenty days after tliis act shall go into effect. 
Siu-h (‘imimission shall ap|x>int a secretary, who 
sliall serve during its pleasure, whose duty it shall 
la- to keep a full and faithful record of its pro 
readings, and preserve at its general office all 
h«K»ks. maps, documents and papers intrusted to 
its care, and perform such other duties as the com- 
mission may prescribe, • He shall be paid a salar.v, 
to l»e. fixed by the commission at a rate not ex- 
ceeding $1.2(K) per annum, which shall be paid by 
tiie several racing corporations or associations, the 
amounts to ho paid by each to lie apportioned by 
the <‘oiiimission, which shall on or before the 1st 
day of December in each year assess upon each 
of said coriHxrations or associations its just propor- 
tion of such salary. The commission shall bien- 
nially make a full report to the General Assembly 
of its proceedings for the twro-year period ending 
with the 1st day of Decemlier preceding the meet- 
ing of the General Assembly, and shall embody 
therein such suggestions and recommendations as 
it shall deem desirable. 

Sec. *1. Said commission shall have the jiowor 
to prescribe the rules, regulations and conditions 
under which running races shall be conducted in 
this state, and no such races shall be conducted 
except by a cori>oration or association duly licensed 
by said commission, as herein jirovided. Any cor- 
|N»rati(m or association desiring to conduct such 
racing may annually apply to the State Racing 
('nmmission for the license so to do. If in the 
judgment of the commission a proper case for the 
issuance of such lii'ense is shown, it may grant 
the same for a term of one year; and every such 
Ii<*ense shall (Xintain a condition that all races 
or race meetings conducted thereunder shall be 
subject to the rules, regulations and conditions 
fi-om time to time pres<n*Ibed by the commission. 
Slid shall be rev(K*able by the commission for any 
xiolation thereof, or whenever the continuance of 
such li<*cnse shall be deemed by the commission 
not conducive to the interests of legitimate racing. 

Blit if said license is refused or revoked, said 
roiiimission shall publicly state its reasons for so 
doing, and said reasons shall be written in full in 
tlic minute book of said commission, which shall 
at all times lie subject to inspection upon appllca- 
tiun of anyone desiring to do so; sai(l finding of 
said commission shall be subject to the review 
of a «*oiirt of competent jurisdiction; provided, that 
M refusal of the commission to grant any racing 
])ssu<*iHtion a litjense or to assign any racing assci- 
cisition at li*ast forty days In each year if desired 
im- racing at such association, and the decision 
of Kiioh commission revoking any license of anv 
HNstK'lalhMi shall be subject to review of the courts 
of the slate. 

Sec. 4. Every running race meeting at which 
mcing slyill be i»ermitte<l for any stake, purse or 
reward, except as allowred by this act, is liereby 
detdarexJ to be a public nuisance, and every i>ersou 
acting or aiding therein shall be deemed guilty of a 
iiiis4leraeanor and punished by a fine of not less 
than $500 nor more than $1,000 for each day of 
such meeting or racing; and in addition thereto. 
In a suit brought foe the purpose by the State 
Racing Commission in the Circuit CJourt (rf the» 
ci.nnty where it may be proposed to conduct such 
nn.'inthnrized racing, an liijuiictiun may be olitained 
against the- same. 

Sec. 5. This act shall not apply to trotting 
ine<*tings or races, nor shall It apply to racing 
nmdncted by any state, county or other fair as- 
sociation, holding not more than one meeting 
auuiialB’. and for a period not exceeding six days 
tor su(^ meeting.
